STARTS ON RUN AROUND WORLD 


East Prussian Dedicates eat to 
German President. 
BERLIN, Oct. 1.—Frank Dzia- 
dek, Kast Prussian marathon run- 
ner, On the eve of President con 
Hindenburg's eighty-first birthday. 
Started today on a long distance 
run which, with the President's 
Sanction, will be known as the 
“Hindenburg run round the world.’ 
At 10;32 o'clock this morning 
Dziadek left the historic Branden- 
berg Gate where numerous friends 
had assembled, and hended for 
Potsdam. His itinerary includes 
Munich, Vienna, Budapest, Con- 
Stantinople, Cairo, Jerusalem, ‘Te- 
heran and Afghanistan, whence h« 
will take. a ship for Australiz. 
crossing Australia, he intends to 
catch a boat at Sydney for 
Francisco and then run to New 
York, whence a steamer will tak: 
him to Holland. From Rotterdein 
he intends to run back to Berlin, 
hoping to reach the German capi- 
tal on the President's eighty-second 
birthday. Last year Dziadek ren 
from East Prussia to Berlin, car- 
rying a message from the tmhalbl- 
tants of the Province to the Presi- 
dent.

Dr. R. E. Lee, 
City Sanitarium, today told 
Post-Dispatch that Halliday per- 
haps owes his recovery to a severe 
case of pneumonia which he suf- 
fered shortly after his commitment 
to the sanitarium. For several days 
Halliday experienced high temper- 
atures which Dr. Lee thinks may 
have counteracted the _ paresis. 
Since the pneumonia period, Halli- 
day has been tested at intervals for 
and all tests have been 
negative, Dr. Lee said. If the 
original diagnosis showing paresis 
correct, Halliday’s recovery is 
unusual, but there is no way of 
determining the correctness’ of 
that diagnosis, Dr. Lee added. 

Hallidays decision to the 
sanity hearing was prompted by a 
belief it would be better for him tv 
few years in prison taan 
spend the rest-of his life in an 
institution for the insane.

Convicted Two Charges. 

Halliday, who formerly had npre- 
fentious offices downtown for his 
stock and bond business, was con- 
victed on Jan. 10, 1923, on a 
charge of embezzlement from a 
client in a brokerage transaction, 
and was given a three-year sen- 
tence. He again was convicted on 
Oct. 24, 1923, on a charge of third- 
dewree forgery, in cqnnection with 
the forgery of $1,500,000 in interim 
certificates of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
for French Government bonds, and 
was sentenced to five years in “is- 
on, 

The convictions were affirmed by 

the Missouri Supreme Court in De- 
cember, 1925. but an effort to take 
Halliday to the penitentiary then 
was-blocked by a certificate show- 
ing Halliday had been legally com- 
mitted to the sanitarium as a suf- 
ferer from paresis. 
October, 1924, Halliday ap- 
Federal Court as a wit- 
ness for the Government agaist 
“Dinty’’ Colbeck and other g41n,-’- 
sters who were convicted and sent 
to prison for mail robbery. Halli 
day testified to handling part of 
the stolen securities. 

The defense objected that Hal- 
liday was mentally deranged, but 
Judge Faris ruled he was a coir 
petent witness. He said no other 
witness in the case had shown ;: 
better capacity for remembering 
names, dates and other essential 
facts, and that, but for the fact 
that Halliday was under treatmert 
the city institution for the .in- 
sane, no one would suppose him to 
be mentally unsound.

Chicago-New “York Passenger Serv- 
ice Suspended.

CHICAGY, Oct. 1.—So great has 

been the increase in air mail in the

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MASS FUNERAL HELD 
FOR FLORIDA DEAD 


Nearly 1000 Persons Killed by 
Hurricane Buried at West 
Palm Beach. 


By the Associated Press. 

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla., Oct. 
1.—Blossoms spared by the hurri- 
cane today covered the common 
graves of nearly 1000 persons who 
died in a single night—the visible 
token. of Florida’s grief over her 
2300 storm dead. About 6900 at- 
tended yesterday afternoon's serv- 
ices here, at which hymns were 
sung by massed choirs. 

Over the rude graves scooped up 
by a steam shovel the thousands 
stood, almost staring at the metal 
discs thta dotted a community of 
dead. There were 69 of them on 
the grave at a white cemetery here, 


debris strewn whereas two weeks 
ago it was a spot of quiet and col- 
orful beauty. 

In the case of the 674 Negro 
dead, just as for the white victims, 
utmost simplicity marked final 
rites, although cries of bereaved 
oftentimes mingled with the voices 
of the ministers. 

West Palm Beach laid aside the 
urgent work of reconstruction as 
far as possible for the Sunday com- 
munity funeral, which was not 
alone for those whose bodies had 
been buried, but also in honor of 
anybody who might have been 
killed by, the hurricane, whether 
found by rescuers, and buried, or 
still undiscovered in the everglades.

The climatic factors are: Tem- 
perature, humidity and possibly 
atmospheric electricity, which one 
observer. has shown to be directly 
related to the occurrence of epilep- 
tie fits. 

In addition to the foregoing 
there are human elements noi 
really a part of the climate: Schoo! 
holidays, winter crowding ina 
trains, busses, movies and thea- 
ters, pilgrimages or festivals. Each 
of these factors may affect seed. 
sower or soil separately or to- 
gether and differently tn each dis- 
ease, directly or indirectly.
